merce Hoover, in his annual report, 
parts of which were made public to­ 
day. 
Hoover's plan for legally sanction­ 
ing such co-operative ventures, to­ 
gether with his arguments 
in 
its 
favor as set forth in his report, fol­ 
lows : 
“It lias often been argued that the 
original intent of the restraint of 
avis was not to inhibit any sort of 
tvonomie collective action which was 
in interest of public welfare and that 
the time lias come when the act should 
bo limited so as to leave free all such 
action. 
“Without entering upon debate as 
to the difficulties of such a course 
it is possible to consider a narrower 
iield of liberalization of law; that is 
for the law to he liberalized to the 
extent that eo-opetative organiza­ 
tions should be permitted to tile with 
some 
appropriate 
governmental 
agency the plan of their operations, 
the functions they propose to carry 
on, and the objectives they pro­ 
posed to reach; that upon approval 
s ich of these functions as did not 
apparently contravene public interest 
might be proreeded with; that upon 
complaint, however, either of indi­ 
viduals or the law officers of 
the 
Givernment that these fuucitons had 
reacted against public interest, then 
after a hearing before some suitable 
tribunal the right to continue these 
particular functions >hould, if the 
complaints are justified, be suspend­ 
ed. 
“If yiereafter these funcitons were 
continued or it should 
l»e 
proved 
that the activities had been extend­ 
ed beyond the functions in the ori­ 
ginal jiropo>als, 
the 
organization 
should he likewise subject to pro­ 
secution under the 
present 
acts. 
Parties who did not wish to avail 
themselves of this 
privilege could 
continue in the present status. 
“All who know the situation in 
such matters will realize that the 
problems of co-operative action 
are 
maiulv the concern of smaller busi- 
ness. 
Such a measure as that sug­ 
gested above would serve actuallv, to 
protect >mall business and thus to 
maintain competition.

P. Staff Correspondent) 
Washington, Dec. 2.— Progressive 
men and women from every state in 
the union met here today to organ­ 
ize in support of the newly’ formed 
progressive bloc iq, congress. 
The anxious eyes of political lead­ 
ers of the Republican and Democra­ 
tic parties were on to- conference, 
which was generally regarded n§ the 
forerunner of a third party, strong 
enough to dispute with the old parties'* 
control of the government in 1924. 
While the progressives who met to­ 
day disavowed any intention of fore • 
ing a third party, the 
possibility 
that out of the present effort such 
a movement may grow was not lost 
upon those assembled here. 
But the primary object of today’s 
meeting was to be the formation of 
an organization that would go back 
into the states and sound the voice 
of progressiveism constantly; 
tell 
the people what progressives in con- 
gre>.> were cloingj and rally them to 
support their representatives in the 
House and Senate. 
Members of the progressive bio* 
in congress, who met yesterday to 
perfect a definite organization a t­ 
tended today’s session, over 
wiin h 
Senator LaFolIette, chairman of the 
bloc, presided. 
Scores of progres­ 
sives not in congre>- also were pres­ 
ent, and many of them expected to 
address the meeting. 
It was suggested before the con­ 
ference assembled, that committees 
be appointed to 
consider 
various 
phases of progressive activity. 
Ar- ( 
rangements must lie made, it 
was 
stated for adequate and fair pub- j 
licitv, so that the people may lie 
kept informed concerning the work 
of the progressive bloc in congress 
and that the public mind may he 
disabused of 
misleading x impres­ 
sions created by propaganda sent 
out by enemies of the progressive 
movement. 
Today’s meeting brought together] 
representatives of

and progressive groups which for the
